Two addresses, the first by Dr. 


Franfc H. Kramer, department of 
education, Gettysburg college, on 
half-baked thinking, and the second 
by Prof. P. H. Gaige, Miilersviile 
state teachers' college, on Aaron 
Burr, featured the opening session 
of the 77th annual teachers' insti- 
tute of Adams county Monday after- 
noon with almost all of the county's 
teachers in attendance. 


This morning Prof. Gaige spoke 


again on "Vitalized History," while 
the remainder of the session was 
given o-v-er to three departmental 
meetings. Dr. C. P. Hoban address- 
ed the teachers of the grades seven 
to twelve: Prof. Gaige, the teachers 
of the graces from one to six: and 
Dr. Orlie M. Clem, the rural teach- 
ers. 


Hoban is Speaker 


During the afternoon session. Doc- 


tor Hoban addressed the entire in- 
stitute on "The place of visual and 
sensor;.' aids in education." Prof. R. 
F. Strevel spoke on "Increasing lei- 
sure a growing challenge to edu- 
cation," and Doctor Clem on teach- 
ing technic. W. Roy Starry presided 
at "today's sessions. 


"There is no other field where we 


do half-baked thinking as in the 
field of education," declared Doctor 
Kramer m his address Monday. 
"There are a great many of us who 
talk of education as being a science. 
Scientists say we do not spend 
enough time on finding facts, chem- 
ists say we do not; adhere to the 
laws of scientific thinking as they 
7do. The respect of the world will 
not be granted until we think like 
others. We will not be given that 
recognition of being a science until 
we think scientifically." 


Fatting To Think 


Among the things that Doctor 


Kramer named in which teachers do 
half-baked thinking was in failing 
to teach the student to think. He 
declared the student must get out- of 
the realm of opinion, instead he 
must have facts. He also declared 
that both the new type of tests and 
the old essay tests should be used 
frequently by teachers. 


Prof. Gaige declared Aaron Burr 


was the most unfortunate character 
in history. He based his belief on 
the fact Aaron Burr was reputed to 
have one of the greatest minds in 
America, and yet became a man 
•without a country. He gave details 
of Burrs life, describing his early 
education and his part in the Revo- 
lutionary war. 


He described Burr as a heartless, 


indifferent character and said the 
first blow- he received was the death 
of his grandchild.

Two addresses, the first by Eh*. 
Frank H. Kramer, department of 
education. Gettysburg college, on 
half-baked thinking, and the second 
by Prof. F. H. Galge, Millersville 
state teachers' college, on Aaron 
Burr, featured the opening session 
of the 77t.h annual teachers’ insti­ 
tute of Adams county Monday after­ 
noon with almost all of the county's 
teachers in attendance. 
This morning Prof Gaige spoke 
again on "Vitalized History,” while 
the remainder of the session was 
given over to three departmental 
meetings 
Dr. C. F Hoban address­ 
ed the teachers of the grades seven 
to twelve; Prof Gaige, the teachers 
of the grades from one to six; and 
Dr Orlie M. Clem, the rural teach­ 
ers. 
Hobart is Speaker 
During the afternoon session, Doc­ 
tor Hoban addressed the entire in­ 
stitute on “The place of visual and 
sensory aids in education.’’ Prof. R. 
F. 8trevel spoke on "Increasing lei­ 
sure a growing challenge to edu­ 
cation,” and Doctor Clem on teach­ 
ing technic. W Roy Starry presided 
at today's sessions. 
"There Is no other field where we 
do half-baked thinking as in the 
field of education,” declared Doctor 
Kramer In his address Monday. 
‘There are a great many of us who 
talk of education as being a science 
Scientists say we do not spend 
enough time on finding facts, chem­ 
ists say we do not adhere to the 
laws of scientific thinking as they 
*do. 
The respect of the world will 
not be granted until we think like 
others. 
We will not be given that 
recognition of being a science until 
we think scientifically." 
Failing To Think 
Among the things that Doctor 
Kramer named in which teachers do 
half-baked thinking was in failing 
to teach the student to think. 
He 
declared the student must get out of 
the realm of opinion, instead he 
must have facts. 
He also declared 
th at both the new type of tests and 
the old essay tests should be used 
frequently by teachers. 
Prof. Oaige declared Aaron Burr 
was the most unfortunate character 
in history. 
He based his belief on 
the fact Aaron Bur * was reputed to 
have one of the greatest minds in 
America, and yet became a man 
without a country. He gave details 
of Burr's life, describing his early 
education and his part rn the Revo­ 
lutionary war. 
He described Burr as a heartless, 
indifferent character and said the 
first blow he received was the death 
of his grandchild.

BULL'S KICK IS 
CAUSE OF FIRE 


Eaat 
Berlin 
Fire 
Company 
Aids In Fighting Blaze 
In York County. 


When a young bull on the farm of 
Irvin Mummert, in Paradise town­ 
ship. York county, kicked a lighted 
lantern from the hand of the farm 
owner, a fire was stated which 
caused $8000 damage to buildings on 
th Mummert farm. 
A large frame 
barn, together with a 
large corn 
crib and large chicken house, were 
destroyed. Stored in the bam were 
550 bushels of wheat, 80 bushels of 
rye and all the hay and straw of the 
season. 
Mummert had been milking, using 
lighted lantern. 
When he com­ 
pleted his work, he picked up the 
lantern and bucket of 
milk 
and 
started on his way to the house. As 
he was passing a large straw stack 
In front of the barn, he yelled at a 
young bull blocking his path. 
In­ 
stead of moving the bull kicked, 
knocking both the lantern and milk 
bucket from his grasp against the 
straw. The stack quickly burst into 
flames and soon the adjoining barn 
was in flames. 
Practically all the farm crops, 
stored in the barn, were destroyed. 
Included with 550 bushels of wheat, 
80 bushels of rye, and all the hay 
and straw of this season. 
Equip­ 
ment burned consisted of a hay 
loader and grain drill. 
All other 
equipment 
was 
saved 
from 
the 
burning building by Mummert. 
Diligent work was done by the 
East Berlin fire company, called by 
a neighbor by telephone. A line of 
hose 1,200 feet long 
was used to 
carry water from a nearby stream 
to the burning buildings, where it 
was played on the fire. Work of the 
firemen and a bucket brigade or­ 
ganized among the neighbors saved 
hog stable and small milk house, 
located about 20 feet from the burn­ 
ing strawstack. A small truck was 
later despatched to Abbottstown for 
an additional supply of hose.

Concrete evidence of aid that 
bankers of Pennsylvania have given 
to agriculture in general and to the 
farmers of their respective com­ 
munities in particular was reported 
by H S. Reigle, trust officer of the 
Citizens’ Trust company. Baltimore 
street, on his return from State Col­ 
lege where he attended the fourth 
annual conference of the agricul­ 
tural committee of the Pennsylvania 
State Bankers’ association and the 
county key bankers 
Examples of successful projects 
sponsored by banks in various coun­ 
ties were recited in detail by the 
bankers who suggested that other 
communities might try the same 
plans with profit to the farmer and 
the bankers as well. 
Chief Obligation 
"Sponsoring such projects, par­ 
ticularly in times of financial stress, 
is one of the rural banker’s chief re­ 
sponsibilities in the opinion of those 
who addressed the group during the 
two-day sessions,” Mr. Reigle said. 
"Tours of the county by the coun­ 
ty bankers* association, exhibits of 
farm products in the bank build­ 
ing. organization of club activities 
for boys and girls, advertising cam­ 
paigns to stimulate consumption of 
a certain product, and assistance 
with cooperatives were pointed out 
as some of 
the more successful 
projects to be backed by a bank.’ 
Mr Reigle reported. 
' 
Organization of a bankers' asso­ 
ciation within the county wax de­ 
clared by the visitors to be almost 
indispensable in the furtherance of 
a 
successful 
banker-farmcr 
pro­ 
gram. 
Feeling of Confidence 
Underlying the entire agricultural 
situation in Pennsylvania is a feel­ 
ing of confidence in himself on the 
part of the farmer. Charles F Zim­ 
merman. of Huntingdon, secretary of 
the state association, told the dele­ 
gates in his address. This self-con­ 
fidence is a trust that the banker 
must not betray when the farmer 
needs financial help, Mr. Zimmer­ 
man declared, and added that in his 
observation the Pennsylvania farm ­ 
er has no Intention of folding up 
and quitting in the face of adversity 
but is digging in to see the Job 
through. 
Rural 
taxation 
problems 
were 
mentioned by nearly every speaker 
on the program. The general feel­ 
ing on the part of the bankers is 
that there must be a revision of 
taxes to bring about a parity be­ 
tween farm income and the income 
from the industrial system before 
there to complete restoration of the 
country's purchasing power. 
A tax 
program based on the earning ca­ 
pacity of the farm was recommended 
as a possible step to bring about 
Stabilization. 
Praise From Bankers 
Work that the Pennsylvania State 
college is doing through its agricul­ 
tural extension service came in for 
praise by the bankers who agreed 
that it would be virtually impossible 
to carry out a project of farmer aid 
without the assistance of the county 
agents.

D o u ^asT T ^ 
—Sir Hall Cain*, noted British nov­ 
elist, died at 10:50 p. rn. Monday 
night at Greeba Castle, his home 
here, where he had been seriously ill 
for some time suffering from a heart 
ailment. He was 78 years old. 
His wife. Lady Caine, and his two 
sons, Ralph Hall Caine and Drewent 
Hall Caine, were at his bedside at 
the end, as well as his physician, 
Dr. Marshall, a life-long friend, and 
Attorney-General Moore, of the Isle 
of Man. 
More than twenty years ago Hall 
Caine, whom early literary work was 
laughed a t and derided, was declared 
by the manager of the Lyceum The*, 
atre, London, to be the wealthier, 
novelist in the world. His theatrical 
royalties from America and England 
up to that time amounted to $450,000 
and it was sjjd that the sales of his 
novels p r o b e d an even larger in­ 
come. 
An orphan, he sp£nt his boyhood 
in poverty with relative^ on the Isle 
of Man, studied architecture but 
never practiced it, tried Journalism 
in Liverpool and finally became sec 


through the air. He was dead when 
picked up on the ground. 
Kemp, 
warned by his comrade’s cry, grasp­ 
ed a rope and instead of plunging 
outward from the chimney landed 
on a ten-inch ledge eight feet from 
the chimney’s top. 
The fire departm ent was called out 
but their ladders fell far short of 
the spot where the elderly man hug­ 
ged the bricks. Planes attempted to 
lower ropes to the prisoner but a 
stiff breeze frustrated this plan. 
While police stood about the base of 
the chimney holding life nets, the 
coast guard went into action with a 
rocket gun. 
At last a slender line was tossed 
over the chimney’s top and Kemp, 
who by then had been balancing on 
his perilous wind-swept perch for 
two hours, cautiously reeled in the 
line and a heavier rope attached to 
it. A swing was sent up in the same 
way and seating himself in it, the 
old steeplejack was lowered to the 
ground. 
The man who had been helping 
with the ropes at the base of the 
chimney fell unconscious from ner­ 
vous strain as Kemp was saved. 
“I knew better than to let the 
thing scare me,” Kemp said.

could have stayed up there a couple 
of hours more if necessary, because 
I wasn’t nervous.”

AMATEUR GOLF TITLE THEIR GOAL’ ’Estranged Couple

With the reopening of schools at 
hand the Pennsylvania motor fed­ 
eration. state unit of the American 
automobile association, today called 
attention to the fifteen-mile speed 
limit in zones where children are at 
recess or are going to or leaving a 
school building, this provision of the 
motor code having been held intact 
by the 1931 legislature. 
"Few motorists are familiar with 
this regulation, yet it is one that 
every driver should comply with to 
the fullest extent," said 8. Edward 
Gable, president of the federation. 
The law sets forth in section 1002, 
article a, that "any person driving a 
vehicle on a highway shall drive the 
same at a careful and prudent speed, 
not greater than is reasonable and 
proper, having due regard to traffic, 
surface and width of highway and 
of any other conditions then exist­ 
ing. and no person shall drive any 
vehicle upon a highway at such 
speed as to endanger the life, limb 
or property of any person.” 
15 Mile Limit 
"But the law goes even further 
than that in regard to school zones,” 
said Mr Gable, "the code providing 
that the speed limit of a motor ve­ 
hicle ‘shall not exceed fifteen miles 
an hour when passing a school dur­ 
ing school recess or while children 
are going to or leaving school dur­ 
ing opening or closing hours’.” 
"This latter clause places the bur­ 
den Of responsibility of school zone 
driving directly upon the shoulders 
of the 
motorist. 
No ’recess’ or 
‘school is out’ signs are required un­ 
der the law to warn the passing 
driver of the fifteen-mile limit, nor 
must a traffic officer be there to 
give a signal. 
The law puts it di­ 
rectly up to the car driver when en­ 
tering a school zone, whether on 
congested city streets or on the open 
road, to exert sufficient care and 
caution to ascertain whether recess 
Is in progress, or whether children 
are entering or leaving school and 
comply accordingly with the speed 
limitations required by the motor 
law ” 
Many motorists are under the im­

“Accidents 
will happen through children dart­ 
ing out from the curb, or otherwise 
running directly into the path of the

A m an’s physical powers reach their 
maximum at the age of 30 and re­ 
main fairly constant until 50, when 
they begin to decrease. 
Strength was measured bv tests 
of push, pull, lift grip and lung 
force. 
Lung fatigue, measured by 
the am ount of time a coli’ 
of 
mercury could be held at a certain 
height with one breath, was found 
to very little between the ages of 
15 and 50. 
The human body seems to be 
better equipped for pushing than 
pulling, 
the tests reveal. Pulling 
strength starts at about 60 pounds 
for 15-year old boys and rises stead­ 
ily until the age of 30. Pushing 
strength begins at 70 pounds at age 
15 and increases in, the same rato. 
The Public Health tests also re­ 
veal th at the heaviest man is not 
necessarily the strongest and most 
enduring.

the “socialized activities” division 
of the curricula, is of comparative­ 
ly recent development and is re­ 
garded by W. H. Bristow, deputy 
superintendent in 
charge of 
the 
new curriculum bureau of the de­ 
partment of Public Instruction, as 
one of 
the four 
most Important 
charges wrought In the state sys­ 
tem during the last decade. 
Activity Program 
In a current outline of such pro­ 
grams, he notes. 
“A well directed activity program 
reinforces the curriculum objectives 
of the school, provides opportunity 
for ‘learning 
by doing,’ 
develops 
school morale, checks school mor­ 
tality. creates a democratic social 
atmosphere, 
provides 
practice 
in 
responsibility and helps in devel­ 
oping worthwhile character traits. 
It provides one of the finest oppor­ 
tunities for socializing the school.

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that had distemper, or a rabbit that 
has suffered from loss of sleep, or 
lipoids from cancer cells failed en­ 
tirely. 
If a lipoid from a good brain were 
radiated by radium before mixing 
with other substances, no “auto­ 
synthetic cells’’ formed.

Dr. Crile tells how these discov­ 
eries led

Cancer Tissue 
It is believed that cancer tissue, 
having little else to do 
but 
grow 
and multiply, consists of cells of low 
form. It is believed cancer will not 
so readily 
attack 
cells 
that 
are 
growing 
rapidly, 
but 
that 
their 
most 
vulnerable 
prey 
are 
those 
which have stopped growing and be­ 
come specialized. 
The brain—the most highly spe­ 
cialized group of cell tissue in the 
body—would be cancer's most vul­ 
nerable victim if it were not for its 
high metabolic rate. 
Chronic Infections 
In carrying out his idea that can­ 
cer cells are tissue of very low or­ 
der, he points out that his attempts 
to get “autosynthetic cells’’ 
from 
cancer lipoids resulted in a formless 
mess of fatty globules. 
Dr. Crile says 
his 
experiments 
show that “cells of the highest order 
with a high degree of differentiation 
may be reduced to cells of the low­ 
est order having only growth and no 
function.” 
His 
results 
indicate 
that reduction of cells tx) the lower 
order reduces the organizing power 
of the lipoids.
